Assembly  Hears  Report 


The  ASBYU  Assembly  heard  a 
report,  given  Monday  evening  by 
Assemblyman  Karl  Blake,  concern- 
ing the  Summer  School  organiza- 
tion. 

BLAKE,  in  quoting  Student  Co- 
ordinator LaVar  Rockwood,  told 
the  Assembly  that  the  organization 
should  be  set  up  in  order  to  disting- 
uish them  from  the  regular  student 
organization. 

The  Assembly  decided  that  the 
best  way  to  set  them  off  from  the 
regular  organization  would  be  in 
the  form  of  a special  seal.  The  body 
decided  to  have  Summer  School  on 
the  front  of  all  the  offices  and  Sta- 
tionery letter  heads. 

FOR  THE  TIME  that  each  of- 
ficer puts  into  his  particular  job, 
he  is  awarded  by  the  school,  in  the 
form  of  a scholarship,  jackets  or 
rings.  This  is  usually  decided  upon 
by  the  Assembly. 

To  decide  what  the  Summer 
School  officers  should  receive  this 
summer,  the  Assembly  will  con- 
sider a bill  in  the  future. 

THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL  organ- 
ization would  be  set  up  as  follows: 
a president,  two  vice  presidents, 
one  business  manager,  and  one 
secretary. 

The  Assembly  passed  a bill  to 
give  $330  to  the  BYU  Soccer  Team 
to  enable  them  to  participate  in 
a Soccer  Tournament  scheduled  at 
Stanford  University. 

SIXTEEN  PLAYERS  and  their 
coach  will  make  the  trip. 

Assemblyman  Terry  Olsen,  who 
presented  the  bill,  said  “The  play- 
ers have  played  semi-pro  ball  in 
their  own  countries,  and  there- 
fore, would  stand  a good  chance  of 
winning  at  Stanford 

OLSEN  CONTINUED  “since  they 
will  be  representing  BYU,  this  will 
bring  added  prestige  to  our  school.” 


The  Assembly  discussed  the 
budget  for  student  body  officers 
and  their  offices  for  next  year. 

THE  OFFICES  discussed  were 
the  ASBYU  vice  presidents.  These 
included,  Student  Relations,  Cul- 
ture, Academics,  Social,  Finance, 
the  Assembly,  and  the  AMS  and 
AWS. 

The  Assembly  has  $42,000  to  ap- 
propriate to  these  offices,  and  a bill 
of  estimates  will  be  drawn  up  and 
voted  upon  later  this  week.

Dr.  Crawford  Gates,  chairman 
of  the  BYU  Music  Dept.,  was 
named  the  new  conductor  of  the 
Beloit  Civic  Symphony  Orchestra 
of  Beloit,  Wisconsin  recently. 

THE  SYMPHONY  BOARD  made 
the  selection  from  a list  of  41  ap- 
plicants for  the  position.  The  ap- 
pointment was  made  for  an  inde- 
finite period.  The  former  symphony 
conductor,  Lewis  Dalvit,  accepted 
a position  with  the  Jackson,  Miss., 
symphony. 

Dr.  Gates  previously  served  as 
guest  conductor  for  the  Beloit 
Symphony  in  the  1963-64  season 
while  on  sabbatical  leave  from 
BYU. 

"WE  WERE  pleased  with  his 
work  before  and  are  very  fortun- 
ate that  a man  of  his  caliber  is  re- 
turning,” commented  the  Symp- 
hony Board  President,  David  Col- 
lins. 

In  addition  to  his  conductorship, 
Dr.  Gates  has  accepted  duties  as 
artist-in-residence  at  Beloit  College. 
The  latter  position  involves  assist- 
ing in  the  instrumental  department 
and  original  composing. 

HE  IS  KNOWN  as  composer  of 
musical  scores  to  Utah  Centennial 
production  “Promised  Valley” 
which  has  had  over  350  productions 
in  five  languages  on  five  continents, 
the  “Hill  Cumorah  Pageant”  and 
other  musical  works. 

Dr.  Gates’  orchestral  composi- 
tion, “Symphony  3”  was  complet- 
ed in  Beloit  in  *1964  and  since  has 
been  performed  by  the  Dallas 
Symphony  and  Kansas  City  Phil- 
harmonic. 

DR.  GATES  is  currently  conduct- 
or of  the  BYU  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  has  served  as  chairman  of  the 
BYU  Dept,  of  Music  since  1960. 

He  has  been  serving  on  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  the  Mutual  Improve- 
ment Association  and  the  General 
Music  Committee  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
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Surprise!  High  Voter  Response 


The  number  of  votes  cast  during  the 
primary  elections  for  class  officers  was  sur- 
prising, considering  the  extensive  comment 
over  student  disinterest  with  the  whole  af- 
fair. When  3000  students  tethered  to  vote, 
it  amazed  some  skeptics,  especially  those 
who  believed  voter  participation  would  be  at 
an  all-time  low. 

This  year’s  statistics  are  on  a compar- 
able basis  with  those  in  the  past.  In  the 
spring  of  1965,  when  student  enrollment 
was  17,000,  2,400  votes  were  recorded. 
While  current  enrollment  statistics  include 
approximately  18,500  students,  voter  partic- 
ipation has  increased  by  a corresponding 
figure. 

Even  though  student  interest  appears 
to  be  holding  its  own,  it  is  no  compliment 
to  the  BYU  studentbody  that  the  candidates 
chosen  to  compete  in  the  election  finals  this 
week  were  selected  by  a group  representing 
only  about  16  percent  of  the  eligible  voters. 

No  wonder  voting  interest  continues  to 
be  at  a stalemate.  Although  the  candidates 
who  have  been  chosen  to  participate  in  elec- 


tion finals  may  be  highly  qualified,  with  the 
small  number  of  students  currently  taking 
an  active  interest  in  student  government,  it 
is  highly  possible  for  student  leaders  to  be 
chosen  by  minority  “clicks.”  When  only  a 
few  take  the  time  to  vote,  almost  any  stu- 
dent exhibiting  a little  initiative  stands  a 
chaftce  at  gaining  a birth  in  student  govern- 

mentAs  students  at  BYU  and  as  citizens  of 
the  United  States,  we  have  an  obligation  to 
be  responsible  voters  and  to  be  concerned 
about  those  who  represent  us  in  the  opera- 
tions of  government.  Whether  it  be  federal, 
state,  local,  or  student,  we  should  be  con- 
scientiously engaged  in  weighing  the  quali- 
fications of  those  who  propose  to  lead  us. 

One  of  the  great  impediments  to  the 
success  of  our  democratic  system  of  govern- 
ment is  that  too  often  too'  matiy  forget  that 
the  system  revolves  around  individual  and 
social  responsibility.  Let  us  as  students  de- 
velop the  principles  of  integrity  which  will 
make  us  responsible  to  our  country  and 
school.

Koufax,  Drysdale  Report 
To  Prepare  Film  Debut 


HOLLYWOOD,  Calif.,  (AP)— 
Hollywood’s  newest  acting  team,  a 
couple  of  fellows  named  Sandy 
Koufax  and  Don  Drysdale,  checked 
into  their  studio  this  week  to  pre- 
pare for  a forthcoming  movie.

THE  TWO  have  declined  to  sign 
for  the  1966  baseball  season  on 
grounds  the  Dodgers  have  failed 
to  offer  more  than  $85,000  for  Dry- 
sdale and  $100,000  for  Koufax.  The 
Dodgers  say  the  boys’  request  for 
a million  dollars  over  three  years  is 
out  of  the  ball  park. 

It  is  difficult  to  determine  wheth- 
er they  are  leaving  baseball  or 
whether  baseball  is  leaving  them, 
but  unless  the  boys  get  together 
and  end  the  salary  dispute— well, 
roll  them  cameras  and  look  out, 
Oscar. 


DRYSDALE  AND  Koufax— it 
hasn’t  been  disclosed  who  will  get 
top  billing  in  the  movie,  which  will 
star  David  Jansen— are  signed  for 
two  weeks  work. 

Another  plot  complication  is  that, 


instead  of  beginning  the  movie  on 
April  4 as  originally  planned,  they 
Won't  start  until  April  11,  indicating 
they  won’t  be  around  Dodger  Sta- 
dium when  the  season  opens  April 
12. 


DRYSDALE  WAS  asked  if  he  was 
serious  about  acting. 

“We  wouldn’t  be  here  if  we  were 
not  serious.

Applications  for  benefits  under 
a new  G.  I.  Education  Bill  will 
be  available  May  1 in  B202  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg. 

INFORMATION  regarding  Pub- 
lic Law  89-358  was  made  available 
by  Alma  King  of  Academic  Stand- 
ards. 

The  new  program,  which  will  be- 
gin June  1,  will  be  open  to  all  vete- 
rans with  more  than  180  days  act- 
ive duty,  and  part  of  which  was 
served  on  or  after  Feb.  1,  1955. 

IN  ORDER  TO  enroll,  the  vete- 
ran must  have  a discharge  other 
than  dishonorable,  or  must  have 
been  released  or  discharged  for  a 
service-connected  disability. 

Active  duty  for  training  purposes 
in  a Reserve  program  does  not 
quality  one  for  educational  benefits, 
even  though  the  active  duty  for 
training  exceeds  180  days.  This 
would  exclude  those  who  completed 
six  months  enlistment  through  Re- 
serve Military  programs. 

VETERANS  WILL  be  eligible  for 
one  month's  education  for  each 
month  or  fraction  of  a month  on 
active  duty.  Servicemen  with  at 
least  two  years  active  duty  may 
participate  in  this  program  even 
though  they  remain  in  the  service. 
Their  assistance  pay  will  cover  in- 
stitutional charges  for  tuition  and 
fees  or  $100  per  month,  whichever 
is  the  lesser. 

Veterans  who  have  previously  re- 
ceived educational  assistance  un- 
der a V.A.  Educational  program 
must  deduct  that  amount  of  train- 
ing from  their  present  eligibility. 

VETERANS  WHO  would  have 
been  eligible  under  the  new  bill, 


: but  have  already  taken  courses 
at  their  own  expense,  may  not  col- 
i lect  now  for  that  time  spent  in 
| school.  However,  they  have  the 
right  to  pursue  further  education 
along  the  line  of  their  professional 
and  vocational  interests  under  this 
program.  There  is  no  deadline  by 
which  a veteran  must  begin  his 
education. 

Completion  termination  dates  for 
each  veteran  will  be  eight  years 
from  his  last  discharge  from  active 
duty.  However,  to  protect  those 
| Veterans  w ho  may  have  left  the 
service  before  June  1,  1966.  all 
! veterans  are  eligible  to  participate 
until  May  31,  1974.
